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Lake County's oldest

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- "Our goal was to have a bal- 
anced budget for the 2003 fiscal 
year," said Bill Ahlers, business' 
manager for Antioch Community 
High School. "When you take build- 
ing construction out of the expendi- 
tures, and deferred reimbursements 
out of the receipts, we have that." 

Projected receipts total $32.3 
million and expenditures total $55.7 
million. "We got the money for the 
construction two years ago, and that 
accounts for the difference," said 
Alilers. ^ 

Alilers explained that there is an 
increase of $375,184 in receipts over 
expenditures because reimburse- 
ments from the state of Illinois total- 
ing $254,969 were deferred from 
2002 to 2003, as well as $120,183 in 
lease equipment purchase j-eim- 
bursements. 

Receipts are up nearly $1.5. An 



increase in local property taxes from 
$13.9 million in 2001-02 to $15.7, 
million in 2002-03 more than offset 
the decrease in state aid from $1.8 
million to $650,711 for the same 
years respectively. 

Expenditures are also expected 
to rise with the total up $768,517 
over the previous year. According to 
Ahlers, more money is being spent 
on salaries, benefits and purchased 
services. 

Purchased services sees the 
highest increase in expenditures 

with more going out for security and 
police liaison; food service; opera- 
tional costs at Allendale and 
Gateway; special education housing 
costs; and an increase in property 
insurance premiums. 

Ahlers said the fund balance is an 
amount adequate to allow the district 
to make it through the school year 
without having to resort to borrowing 
money on a short- term basis to cover- 
cash flow inadequacies.

Commonwealth Edison went 
before the combined planning and 
zoning board to seek approval for a 
special use on property it has owned 
since 1928. 

Ken Clark, ComEd's attorney, 
made the presentation. "We want to 
put the property back to what it was 
he said.

The parcel is a little over an acre 
and situated south of Route 173, 
east of Route 59 and west of Hillside.

Clark said the utility is hoping to 
use the property for a reporting sta- 
tion for maintenance and emergen- 
cies.

"This is largely a passive use," he 
said. 

A small office is proposed for the 
site as well as eight containers, 15- 
20 feet long, for storage. The site 
would be surrounded by 8-foot high 
cyclone fencing with barbed wire at 
the top for security. Antioch's S and 
S Landscaping would do "heavy 
landscaping" to make die appear- 
ance attractive from the road. 

Clark said the ultimate goal in 
using this site is to reduce the dura- 
tion of outages. He explained that 
currendy crews have to come from 
Libertyville to service this area. 

Objections from the board were 
over the visual appearance of the site. 

Village attorney Don Anderson 
reminded the board that it is a tech- 
nical advisory board, and that its 
purpose is to determine whether the 
plan fits within municipal ordi- 
nances.

For the 130 residents at the Allendale 
campus in Lake Villa, role models are hard to 
come by. Except for teachers and staff at the 
school, many of the children living at 
Allendale have lacked positive influences in 
their daily lives.

"He told them, 'You guys remind me of 
the kids I grew up with,'" said Jordan Luhr, 
Allendale's vice president of development 
and public relations. 

"The kids loved hearing this," he said. 
"Many of the teens are into sports, and the 



players are heroes for them." 

The residents benefit from hearing first- 
hand that many of those they admire had to 
overcome some of the same obstacles as the 
troubled youth at the school. 

"The Bears organization sent plastic ban- 
ners to us in advance," Luhr said. "The kids 
wrote notes to the players." The banners were 

taken back to the team. 

According to John Bostrum, director of 
community relations and promotions for the 
Bears, the Hometown Huddle program has 
been held for four years, with players spend- 
ing a day at child-oriented social services 
organizations. He said the NFL has been 
involved with United Way projects for about 

29 years. 

Players' participation is entirely voluntary. 

"They do this on Tuesdays, their only day 

off," Bostrum noted. 

This year there were three events held: 

one at Allendale, one in Wheaton for Big 

Brothers-Big Sisters and one in Chicago for 

Youth Outreach Services. 

This was the second year in a row that 
Allendale was on the itinerary. Bostrum cited 
the desire of the Bears, based at Halas Hall in 
Lake Forest, to do something for children in 
Lake County. 

"Every year the program is evaluated," 
Bostrum said, explaining it was too soon to 
know if the Bears would return to Allendale 
next year.

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ee a rare, 13-star American flag dating to the centennial celebration of 1876, and 
learn history and evolution of the Stars and Stripes during a special exhibit now 
open at the Milwaukee Public Museum, 

The exhibit, located on the Museum's ground floor, is part of the Museum's 
commemoration of the events of Sept. 11. It is free to the public and will be on display 
through mid-January 2003. 

The exhibit's centerpiece is a large commemorative flag created between 1865-76 
for the celebration of the United States centennial. It has 13 stars arrayed in five rows 
in the upper left-hand quadrant, and 13 alternating stripes of red and white. The align- 
ment of the 13 horizontal stars will undoubtly strike some as odd, as most representa- 
tions of the 13-star flag show the star arranged in a circle pattern. 

The circle pattern, however, is the subject of at least two historical fallacies: that 
the circle flag was created in June 1776 by Betsy Ross and George Washington and that 
it was used extensively in the American Revolution. 

"The fact is there's really no evidence to prove that that particular flag existed prior 
to 1792," John B. Lundstrom, Museum curator of history, said. 

In fact, most early American flags featured the horizontal star display. The ordering 
of the stars was left to the flag maker, as there was no specific design written into the 
Continental Congress resolution passed June, 14, 1777, officially setting the number of 
stars and stripes. 

The Navy kept the 13-star flag alive as their ensign on their smaller boats until 1916.

His pseudo- 
nym, Mark Twain (he was born 
Samuel Clemens), is a riverboat 
term meaning two fathoms deep. 

The film highlights Twain's trav- 
els from Missouri to Virginia City, ; 
Nevada, where he began a newspa- 
per career. Later he traveled to 
California, Europe and the Middle 
East, and eventually he settled in 
New York and Connecticut, chroni- 
cling his adventures all the way. 

Photographs of Twain and his 
wife Olivia Langdon, as well as their 
three daughters and one son (who 
died at age two) are scattered gen- 
erously throughout this lovely film.

Montreal, made up of descendants 
of slaves who escaped to Canada 
via the Underground Railroad, lend 
an authenticity to the film.

She added, "The village should also 
make sure that Wal-Mart reports this store's 
sales as attributable to Antioch and not 
another jurisdiction that would then receive 
the sales tax from this store." 

Through her research, Kretchmer con- 
cluded that residential property values in the 
area would not suffer if the proposed Wal- 
Mart were built. "Residential properties in 
Gurnee similarly located to new shopping : retail areas of the village."

Lindenhurst Police are cautioning local 
consumers and storeowners to be aware of 
counterfeit bills that may be circulating local- 
ly. - : 

• On Sept. 20, a counterfeit- $10 bill was 
found at the BP Amoco station on Sand Lake 
Road. It was discovered by the store's cash 
counting machine, which is programmed to 
discard bogus bills. 

A follow-up test, using a special marker, 
revealed the "new style" bill was a fake. 

"It felt slick, not like a real bill," said 
Lindenhurst Police Investigator Ralph Goar. 
The bill also was missing the characteristic red 
and blue threads, as well as the much-publi- 
cized watermarks and identification thread. 

"The background didn't look right,

either," said Goar. "It was yellowish, instead of 
greenish." 

An "old style" counterfeit $10 bill was dis- 
covered on August 23 at True Value Hardware, , 
in Linden Plaza. The bill had been rumpled 
and slightly torn to make it look weathered, 
and to disguise it. ' 

The phony bill was discovered at the bank, 
when the hardware store was making its regu- 
lar deposit. 

It is believed both bills were created using 
electronic scanners and/or copying 
machines. 

Goar speculated that the $10 denomina- 
tion was used because it is not a*s carefully 
scrutinized as larger bills, and is thus easier to 
pass. 

Shopowners and consumers are advised 
to bring suspected counterfeit to the police 
station, where it can be checked. The bills are 
not legal tender, and passing counterfeit bills 
is a felony. " •

Growing trails key to 
support of Forest Dist. 

ot $10? That's the amount the bake Countv Forest Preserve 
District savs is needed from taxpayers to provide new 
Irunds for maintenance, public access and safety at the 
I county's growing forest preserve system.

Nearly 12 miles of addiaonal trails are newly opened. The love affair 
with trails is unstinting. New trails include the Des Plaines River Trail 
from Ubertyville to Gumee; the first stretch of rite Millennium Trail 
from Gilmer Road to Fairiield Road near Hawthorn Woods and 
Wauconda. There are new trails near Lake Forest, Barrington and 
Island Lake. A temporary trail has been installed at Rollins Savanna 
near Grayslake with pennanent construction due next year. 

There now is a trail at the river's edge of the Des Plaines from 
Wadsworth to Lincolnshire, a distance of 29 miles. 

Trail development is a politically astute and environmentally 

sound strategy to get residents "close" to their tax contributions and 

a key reason why the Forest Preserve District has attained a national 

reputation. 

A new survey shows that 72 percent of Lake County residents use 

the Forest Preserve. That's a red-letter figure compared to use of 

other tax supported institutions, including public education, and a 

telling reason why voters comply when asked for support. That, and 

the realization on the part of the electorate that every acre set aside 

for the Forest Preserve is one less acre to be developed. 

Which gets us back to our question at the outset. Got $10? The 

answer to that question will be known Nov. 5. At this time, though, if 

John Q. Public is a bit short, the necessary money will be located by 

election day to keep a noteworthy program moving forward.

primary at risk 
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here's a strong likelihood that the Nov. 5 Illinois gubernator- 
ial election will be studied as a textbook lesson why voters 
should get involved in primary elections, the party events 
where electors select the candidates for the general election. 
Otherwise they face what is unfolding on the state-wide political 
front, second raters pitted in a third rate campaign. 

y The same can be said for the growing number of citizens who 
regard themselves as independents, electors above the fray of political 
party business or too detached to be bothered. 

By staying away in droves, voters of both major parties got less 
than they are entitled, the best and most qualified candidates to 
choose from for the state's top office. 

In a three-way race, Democratic voters chose a congressman 
whose main attributes are a youthful earnestness on the campaign 
trail and a cum laude graduate of the Cook County machine. 
Republican voters chose a workmanlike attorney general with an 
unspectacular record whose major claim to fame in the primary was 
name recognition, a factor that has turned out to be his biggest liabil- 
ity in the general election. 

An overly confident Democrat Rod Blagojevich, with money to 
burn, is flailing his opponent in television ads with a telling message 
when one party has been in office too long: time for a change. Weary 
and humorless, Republican Jim Ryan talks way too much about who 
he isn't (scandal-ridden retiring Gov. George Ryan). 

How different things might be today if Democratic primary voters 
had nominated Paul Vallas and Republicans had nominated Lt. Gov. 
Corinne Wood. The Vallas-Wood race would have treated voters to a 
campaign of issues and ideas. Even at this late date, it can't be certain 
where either Blagojevich or Jim Ryan stands on burning issues like the 
state financial crisis, dealing with senior citizen health care or reform 
of the public school system. If Blagojevich or Ryan have a semblance 
of a plan to relieve traffic congestion in Lake County they're keeping it 

a secret. 

As usual, voters will get what they asked for. Or in the case of a 
political primary, what they didn't ask for: the best the respective 
political parties can offer.

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great behavior change without needing to 
resort to hitting. There are many ways to help 
a child get control of him or herself without 
violence. Besides the obvious fact that hitting 
does not make the behavior go away perma- 
nently as many of the other things I teach do, 
but it also makes the child afraid of the hitter , 
and teaches the child that he or she can get 
control of someone else through violent 
means. Is that really what you want to teach 
your child or any child for that matter? 

All kids have different levels of being 
impulsive. I believe it's part of being a kid. The 
innocence of just doing something without 
thinking ahead is natural and normal. A par- 
ent's natural job is helping that child learn 
self-control. That happens best tlirough con- 
sequences that are appropriate and are not 
fun for the child but are not physically harm- 
ful. There is a such thing as blowing the child's 
memory away through physical punishment 
that is harsh. No person can truly think about 
what he or she has done wrong and how it 
connects to the consequence when he or she 
is busy dealing with physical trauma. When 
hitting occurs, the child is just thinking about 
surviving the moment and cannot get to any 
higher thought. With the punishments I teach, 
the child does a lot of thinking and learns a lot 
so that next time, he or she is faced with the 
same situation, instead of just reacting without 
thought, that child can think ahead and decide 
consciously not to go down that road without • 
adults constantly having to remind him or her. I 
have never taught any parent to hit, but the . 
results are still great. Proof positive! 

Then there is the problem that involves 
processing. Many of these kids who are get- 
ting in trouble all the time, are not doing it on 
purpose. They may have a problem remem- 
bering what they are supposed to do. They 
may have a problem with being still or paying 
attention for periods of time. They may have a 
serious multi-tasking problem where they are 

told what to do, but because they cannot pay 
attention both visually and in an auditory way 

at the same time, they lose information and 
space out and lose control of themselves. 
These are all processing problems that can 
make bad behavior a daily issue. Some of the 
biggest guilt problems I have ever seen, come 
from parents who I have met while testing • 
their child and finding out that in fact, that 
child has some or all of those processing 
problems and actually was not doing the 
behavior to just get under the parent's skin. Of 
course, as long as a parent has been appropri- 
ate with punishment and not violent, I try very 
hard to calm the guilt because most parents 
try to do the best they can. Unfortunately, by 
the time I see them, that child might have 
been punished and punished and punished 
when there was a real underlying problem 
that needed to be corrected before any pun- 
ishment would teach anything permanent If 
your memory is not up to speed or you don't 
process what you hear well, verbal directions 
are not going to mean much to you. So, I 
always recommend that prior to starting any 
behavior consequences, the child's processing 
skills should be carefully evaluated to make 
sure the child can maintain all of it and if the 
child cannot, we train him or her so he or she 
can maintain successfully. There is no such 
thing as not being able to correct those prob- 
lems. This is a dangerous area to put the cart 
before the horse. Dangerous for self-esteem. 
Make sure the child can handle understand- 
ing the appropriate punishment and can con- 
nect it to the act prior to using it 

If you believe that hitting a child is a good 
tiling, I am going to strongly recommend that 
you get therapy for that now. If you want to 
talk to me in person, I am glad to do that if 
you call again. If not me, find it somewhere. 
Yellow pages, doctor referral, friend referral. 
Somewhere. If you hit you child after out of 
control anger outbursts, you clearly need to 
seek out anger management help. 

Just remember this, the parent who hits 
has run out of other ideas. Don't go there. You 
don't have to. _ '

As Americans find peace of mind at home 
"cocooning" with family this fall and winter, 
many will be enjoying the comfort of a warm 
fire. However, homeowners planning to 
make good use of their fireplaces this season 
should consider some simple maintenance 
procedures, including a chimney inspection. 

"A chimney inspection is like an annual 
dental check-up," states Ashley Eldridge, 
director of education at the Chimney Safety 
Institute of America (CSIA). "It's preventative 
maintenance that helps minimize potential 
hazards. Sometimes, maintenance requires 
extra diligence. That's the case this year." 

To reduce the risk of chimney fires, the 
CSIA cautions people that might be increas- 
ing their fireplace use in the fall and winter to 
put a chimney inspection at the top of their 
home improvement list. This caution is pri- 
marily directed at people who might increase 
their wood-burning Fireplace usage from an 
occasional fire to a weekly activity. According 
to Eldridge, people who use fireplaces infre- 
quently tend to be less informed about the 
important role that the chimney plays in 
exhausting the hot gases and smoke from a 
fire. When a chimney has creosote build-up, 
or is obstructed by a bird's nest or debris, it 
has the potential to catch fire and cause dam- 
age. 

This impact is demonstrated by recent 
statistics from the U.S. Consumer Product 

Safety Commission. According to the CPSC 
there were 18,300 residential fires in the 
United States in 1998 originating in chim- 
neys, fireplaces and solid fuel appliances. 
These fires resulted in 160 personal injuries,

40 deaths and $158.2 million in property 
damage. 

In addition to an annual inspection, the 
CSIA recommends these tips for reducing the 
threat of a chimney fire: 

* Add a chimney cap to the top of your 
chimney. A cap can keep out damaging mois- 
ture, which wears away masonry and other 
metal components within a chimney. 

* Ensure that your chimney has an 
appropriate liner. Chimney liners are 
required in new construction to separate sys- 
tem emissions from the structure of your 
home. 






* Have chimney flashing (the seal 
between the chimney and the roof) inspected 
and maintained. Flashing prevents rain water 
and snow melt from entering a house and 
causing costly damage to walls and ceilings. 

The National Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA) also recommends that all chimneys 
be inspected on an annual basis to prevent 
chimney fires. The CSIA adds that the best 
choice for a professional is a sweep certified 
by the Chimney Safety Institute of America. 

Each fall, CSIA-certified chimney sweeps 

work together to raise awareness of chimney 

safety during National Chimney Safety Week, 

which begins mis year on Sept. 29 and runs 

through Oct. 5.

James and Theresa (Gedvilas) Schlosser celebrated 50th anniversary on Sept. 13 
with a special family dinner at a local restaurant. 

Their children, Jim and Anita Schlosser of Ames, Iowa; Evelyn and Tom Jadrich of 
Lindenhurst; Joe and Cathy Schlosser of Waukegan and Dan and Nancy Schlosser of 
Grayslake joined in the celebration. Their grandchildren, Zoe, Drew, Jennifer, Kristen, 
Rudy and Dawn and their great grandchildren Kylie and Sky also helped celebrate the 
occasion. 

The couple met on a blind date, but weren't with each other. 

They were standing under a street light on Theresa's birthday, when James gave 
Theresa the engagement ring and asked her to marry him. 

James and Theresa were married at St. Bartholomew Church in Waukegan. 
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Jim Wliipper, of the Lake County 
Coroner's office confirmed that Walker died 
from West Nile encephalitis. Walker's death 
brings the number of deaths in Illinois to 27 
from the mosquito-borne disease. 
Additionally, there are 29 confirmed, new 
cases of the disease in the state. The 27 new 
cases now raise the total number of human 
cases of the disease in the state to over 500, the 
most of any state in the U.S. 

The spread of the virus across the eastern 
United States has occurred quicker than 
anticipated. The Center for Disease Control 
stated that a vaccine for the disease is at least 
2 to 3 years away. A total of 508 birds, 528 mos- 
quito batches and 415 horses, in 98 Illinois 
counties, have tested positive for the virus 
since surveillance of the disease began on May 
1. There has been one reported death so far of 
a family dog. 

Leslie Piotrowski, the Lake County Health 
Department spokesperson said this is not a 
public health crisis, but is a concern that 
needs to be managed. Walker was only the 
second human case of the virus reported in 
Lake County, but was the first death attributed 
to the disease. 

The first person in Lake County stricken 
was hospitalized with a mild case of the dis- 



ease and has since been released. A horse in 
Zion also tested positive for the disease. 

Walker was admitted to the hospital on 
Sept. 7 and died on Sunday, Sept. 22. Walker's 
symptoms included a headache and fever. She 
became lethargic and went into a stupor 
before she died. 

Thus far, there have been 5 deaths from 
Chicago, 13 from suburban Cook County and 
one each from DuPage, Effingham, Fulton, 
Macon, Madison, Moultrie and Sangamon 
counties. 

Illinois Department of Public Health 
Director, John Lumpkin, said there needs to 
be an intensive investigation of two small 
areas on the edges of Chicago. Two areas of 
Cook County have accounted for many of the 
West Nile cases since mid-September. One 
area includes the northern suburbs and runs 
down into Chicago's far north and northwest 
sides. The area is only 72 square-miles, with 83 
cases attributed to the area. 

The other section is on the southern and 
southwestern part of Chicago and goes out to 
the far southwest suburbs. This area is approx- 
imately 215 square miles and there have been 
123 cases reported. The average age of all 
cases in Illinois is 56 with an age range 
between 3 months and 97. 
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mother, Susan Esty-Vose lived to age 96 while 
her brother and sister — Elsie Phelps and 
George Vose — lived to be 102 and 94 respec- 
tively. 

When you've lived to see 20 U.S. presi- 
dents go through office — from Grover 
Cleveland to George W. Bush— you can say 
you have had a full, and in Faulkner's case, a 
fulfilling life, said Rudd and her other daughter 
Marilyn (Al) See, 69, of Grayslake. 

"We were lucky to have had our mother 
around for so long," See said. 

The Faulkner family bought a 160-acre 
farm now known as the Stonegate subdivision 
in Gurnee for $1.25 an acre in 1839, according 
to family records. While her husband, Chester, 
died in 1965, Faulkner went on to have four 
children, 11 grand-children, 21 great-grand- 
children and 2 great-great-grandchildren. 

Sue Hawkins, public information manager 
for the Lake County Forest Preserve, and a 
coordinator for the annual Senior Citizens Day 
gatherings every summer that celebrate the 
county's centenarians for the past 30 years, 
thinks Faulkner held the honor of being the 



county's oldest resident. 

"Off the top of my head, I don't think I've 
ever heard of anyone in Lake County living that 
long," Hawkins said. "We ask nursing homes 
and residences every year who their oldest res- 
idents are, and for the past few years of the 
Senior's Day, Estelle has been the oldest." 

Hawkins said usually 10-15 people over 
100-years-old show up annually. 

Representatives of the county clerk, vital 
records office and coroner said they believe 
Faulkner was Lake County's oldest resident. 

According to Hawkins, the title of the 
county's oldest living resident now goes to 
Kalliope Avgerin, who also resides at 
Winchester House, who is 106. Avgerin was 
born on March 15, 1896. Faulkner and Avgerin 
were roommates at Winchester, See said. 

Calls to Libertyville Manor, Winchester 
House, Rolling Hills and Victory Lakes, some 
of the larger senior residences in the county 
did not reveal anyone with knowledge of 
someone living here past age 108. 

Faulkner was to be buried Friday at 
Warren Cemetery in Gurnee.

Adeline Geo-Karis, District 62 
State Rep. candidate Bob 
Churchill, Lake County Board 
District 6 candidate Don Bauer 
and Lake County Board District 
16 candidate Bob Powers. 

She added that she will be 
training 60 students from 
Grayslake High School to be 
election judges, in a couple of 
weeks. 

"But we still need to see 
some of our adult citizens 
joining up," said Helander. 

The county clerk then 
took an idea from the David 
Letterman show and read the 
"Top Ten" reasons to be an 
election judge. 

"The number 10 reason- is you will get up 
in time to see the sun rise; number 9-you will 
work with a friendly panel of four other 
judges; number 8-you will have absolutely 
free training; number 7- You will earn your 
stars and stripes and still get home in time to 
watch Letterman; number 6-you'll see all your 
neighbors that you don't want to have over for 
dinner; number 5-there is nothing more 
American than voting; number 4-you'll get to 
have breakfast, lunch and dinner out of the 
house; number 3-you'll remain impartial on 
election day; number 2- you'll know you've 
done your part to preserve the American Way 
and the number one reason is- You will be the 
judge," said Helander as she pointed to a

smiling Judge James Booras. 

According to Helander, election judges 
are responsible for the proper and lawful con- 
duct of the election. Election judges are com- 
missioned as officers of the Circuit Court and 
must take an oath to uphold the constitutions 
of the United States and the State of Illinois in 
the performance of their duties. Election 
judges ensure that every person qualified to 
vote is permitted to vote, and that every per- 
son permitted to vote is 
qualified to vote. 

What a lot of people 
don't realize is that elec- 
tion judges are paid. 

Untrained judges 
earn $85 for each elec- 
tion served. Judges who 
maintain a trained status 
(every two years and 
attend the Pre-Election 
Update Class receive 
$115. Additional pay can 
be earned for taking on 
extra responsibilities 
before arid on election 
day. . 

To serve as an elec- 
tion judge; you must be a 
citizen of the United 
States and entided to 
vote at the next election; be of good repute 
and character; be able to speak, read and 
write the English language; be skilled in the 
four fundamental rules of arithmetic; not be a 
candidate for any office at the election and 
not be a precinct committeeman. . • 

The judge must also reside in the precinct 
in which he/she is selected to serve. 

Election judges at each precinct-polling 
place represent the two major political par- 
ties. When five judges are required, three per- 
sons of the same political party serve. When 
three judges are required, only two of the 
same political party serve.

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Diversity Hiring Gains Support

Tills past week 1 did a keynote speech to open a local job 
fair. This Job fair was specifically for workers who were 
over 50 years of age. In doing the research for this presen- 
tation I discovered some encouraging news for those who 
arc concerned about employment discrimination. 

First, some background. I believe that "intentional dis- 
crimination is relatively rare. Yet, we all share an affinity 
with those who look like vis, act like us, and participate in 
the same hobbles as we do. Recruiters and hiring managers 
are no different. However, by law, they need to take care to 
overcome those blases.Thcy also need to understand that 
diversity Is In the best Interest of their company. 
Companies that hire people from a variety of backgrounds 
have divergent views on developing products, solving 
problems, marketing, etc. 

That being said, it would appear that the value of this 
diversity Is now understood by more organizations than in 
the past, especially as it pertains to older workers. 
Siar bucks Is looking to hire older employees. Jo Davidson 
of Starbucks said, "Over the next ten years and upwards, 
the labor pool Is going to come from the older workers,* 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics concurs, stating they 
"expect the labor force age 55 and older to grow by 32 
percent by 2010 while those between 35-44 will shrink by 
10.2 pcrccnt:Why this turnaround?The primary reason is 
that companies are putting more value on experience. 

I believe that we learned two great lessons In the 90's that 
contribute to this change.The first.a mistake, was the early 
retirement programs that were used to reduce costs. 
Rather than contributing to the Gross National Product, 
these elderly folk arc now enjoying golf, needlepoint and 
time with the grandchildren. Few of us would have passed 
on these opportunities to start enjoying our retirement 
years a little early. But the loss to the knowledge base of 
corporate America was significant* 

The other 90's , experience was more positive. As we 
approached the year 2000, the computer programs of the 
past needed to be modified. Identifying a labor shortage for 
the amount of work that needed to be done, recruiters 
called out to retirees to help attack this short-term prob- 
lem. Many of them returned to work for a year or two 
before retiring. 

The pending doom that we heard about prior to 2000 
never materialized. The success of the program modifica- 
tions is well documented. We can be thankful to those who 
accomplished those tasks, Including the elder workers 
who returned to teach us that they were still a viable alter- 
native in the workplace. 

Unfortunately, we cannot say that employment discrimi- 
nation has disappeared from the face of the earth. But it is 
encouraging to know that some employers realize that a 
more diverse work force will create a more productive 
America.
